belled a Communist stunt.

declared: 
“ Stalin is a dictator and Rus­ 
sia is a totalitarian power.” 
Denying that he was e v e r 
u n d e r Communist influence, 
Wallace said: 
“ I never w'ent along with the 
Communists, I never read the 
Daily Worker, 1 never conferred 
with the Communists.” 
Then he added: 
“ I thought in 1946 that we 
could arrive at peace with Rus­ 
sia, and 1 still believe we can.”

Prince Baudouin was decreed 
regent of Belgium today by a 
joint session of parliam ent amid 
a smokebombing incident which 
threw the senate cham ber into 
turmoil.

NEW YORK, Aug. l l —Henry 
A. Wallace believes that 
t h e 
United States is actually at war 
with Russia in the Korean fight­ 
ing. and has accused Russia of 
being “ clearly the aggressor.” 
Wallace, in a statem ent last 
night, repudiated completely the 
Progressive 
Party 
which 
he 
founded and on which he ran for 
President. 
The former vice-president said 
that he left the party after its 
leaders refused to send a cable 
to Prem ier Stalin calling on him 
to halt the North Korean fight­ 
ing. 
Wallace said that he has re­ 
fused to sign the so-c a i l e d 
“ Stockholm 
Peace 
Petition,” 
which the government has la­ 
belled a Communist stunt. 
He 
declared: 
“Stalin is a dictator and Rus­ 
sia is a totalitarian pow'er.” 
Denying that he was e v e r 
u n d e r Communist influence, 
Wallace said: 
“ I never w'ent along with the 
Communists, I never read the 
Daily Worker, I never conferred 
with the Communists.” 
Then he added: 
“ I thought in 1946 that we 
could arrive at peace with Rus­ 
sia, and I still believe we can.”

DIET A N D HEALTH 


Few Insect Bites Are More 
Troublesome Than Chiggers' 


•y MAMAN N. INMD!SEM, M D 
DURING the summer months 
when picnics and expeditions to 
the country are popular, parents 
are always faced with the prob­ 
lem of Insect bites. Few of these 
can be more troublesome than 
those caused by chiggers. 
Moat people believe that these 
little pests are confined to the 
southern states but. as a matter 
of fact, they occur In all parts of 
the oountry and anyone Is likely 
to become Infested with them 
who has much contact with un­ 
derbrush or low-growing vegeta­ 
tion. It Is true, however, that 
women and children have more 
trouble from them than do men. 
Tiny Parasite 
The technical name for chig­ 
gers is Trombicula, a tiny para­ 
site which is present in great 
numbers on wild-growing plants 
and vines. 
When the parasites get on the 
skin, they move about until they 
reach a place where the clothing 
presses and there they attach 
themselves to obtain nourish­ 
m ent, at the same time deposit­ 
ing a secretion It is this secretion 
which causes the rash. It dogs not 
appear, however, until the follow­ 
ing day, by which time the para­ 
sites themselves have 
usually 
dropped off. 
At first, the rash may be made 
up of red spots, pimples, or blis­ 
ters. There is a great deal of itch­ 
ing which, of course leads to 
scratching, and often infection 
of the skin with germs. In the 
end. the rash changes to hard, 
slightly-raised pimples which are 
bright red In color. These may re­ 
main for two or three weeks, then 
slowly disappear, at which time 
the itching also stops. 
While the rash im v be found 


anywhere on the body, it is most 
comm n on the ankles, at the 
belt lint over the garter areas 
and under suspenders, and is 
heavier on the lower part of the 
body than on the upper It may 
be mistaken for that due to hives 
or sc&nies. 
P re v e n t Rash 
There are several things which 
may be dont to prevent the rash 
ca use ii by chiggers. First of all, 
certain substances, known as re­ 
pellents may be put on the skin 
whenever a person expects to be 
In contact with vegetation where 
chiggers may be present, and, 
second, the skin should be washed 
thoroughly with soap and water 
after contact with such vege­ 
tation. 
Or e of the beet substances to 
rep* chiggers is sulfur. A powder 
made up of sulfur, camphor, 
starch and talc may be employed 
lr. treating the condition, a 
mile antiseptic anti-itchlng prep­ 
aration is employed. One made up 
of phenol, glycerine, and line 
oxide la often used. A treatment 
which we have found quits use­ 
ful is to apply a mercuric anti­ 
septic to the bite and then to 
cover it with collodion. 
If the rash becomes Infected 
with germs, an ointment con­ 
taining bacitracin, one of the 
new antibiotics, Is employed. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
I. F. 8 : What causes an intense 
itching on the top of my feet with 
a fiery-red rash? 
Answer: Without an examina­ 
tion, it is impossible to say what 
causes the eruption. Possible 
causes are ringworm infection or 
sensitivity to some chemical sub­ 
stance in your shoes or stockings. 
When the cause is found, prop­ 
er treatment rrnv be carried out.

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EZRA INTERPRETED GOD’S WORD 


HE RE:AD AND EXPLAINED THE LAW TO ISRAELITES 


S c rip tu re - Ezra 7; 8:15-36; Nehem iah 8-9. 
By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
IN THE reigns of King Cyrus 
land. later, Darius, some of the 
Israelites in exile were allowed to 
go home, on condition that they 
would rebuild the temple, They 
had done so, the first temple be­ 
ing built in the reign of Cyrus, 
the second when Darius was on 
the throne. 
At the time our story opens, 
Artaxerxes I was the Persian 
ruler. He too was sympathetic to 
his Jewish subverts. After more 
than f 0 years in exile they had 
* Strayed from their own laws. The 
priests as well as the people, were 
inter-marrying with the heathen; 
the upper classes were oppressing 
the poor, and the people generally 
were not paying their tithes. 
Then came Ezra. * a ready scribe 
in the law of Moses." King Ar* 
taxerxes readily granted his re­ 
quest that he go to Jerusalem, 
because Ezra “had prepared his 
heart to seek the law of the Lord, 
and to do it. and to teach in Israel 
^statutes and judgments." 
Indeed, the king gave Ezra a 
letter in whieh he decreed that 
"all they of the people of Israel, 
and of his priests and Levites, in 
my realm, which arc minded of 
their own free will to go up to 
Jerusalem, go with thee." 
Not only did the king decree 
that they might go freely, but he 
further stated that they were to 
take with them the gold and 
silv er vessels belonging to the 
temple, and money from free-will 
offerings that they might buy 
livestock for sacrifice. 
There surely was danger that 
they might be robbed of their rich 
burdens on the way to Jerusalem, 
and they felt some misgivings at 
first, but a fast was ordered and 
they prayed for Cods protection, 
for. said Ezra “I was ashamed to 
require of the king a band of aol- 
diera and horsemen to help us 
^•gainst the enemy in the way. 
%er«use we had spoken unto the 
king, saying The hand of our God 
is upon all them for good that 
aeek Him." 
They came safely to Jerusalem, 
where Ezra applied himself to the 
study of the laws given Moses by 
God. 
When he was ready, the 
books arranged, “all the people 
gathered themselves together as 
me man in the street that was

bowed their heads, and worshiped 
the Lord with their faces to the 
ground." 
They read the law of God dis­ 
tinctly, and caused the people to 
understand the reading 
“And Nehemiah, which is the 
Tirshatha. and Ezra the priest 
and scribe, and the Levites, that 
taught the people, said unto all 
the people, This day is holy unto 
the Lord, your God, mourn not, 
nor weep. For all the people wept, 
w’hen they heard the words of the 
law. 
“Then he said unto them, Go 
your way, eat the fat, and drink 
the sweet, and send portions unto 
them for whom nothing is pre­ 
pared: for this day is holy unto 
our Lord: neither be ye sorry; 
for th* joy of th* Lord is your 
strength " 
Then they read in the law that 
the people should dwell in booths 
so the people made booths and sat 
in them, "And there was very 
great gladness ” 
The ninth chapter of Nehemiah 
tells of the people sitting in sack­ 
cloth with earth upon them, re­ 
penting their sins. 
"And they 
stood up in their place, and read 
in the book of the Lord their God 
one-fourth part of the day; and 
another fourth part they con­ 
fessed, snd worshipped the Lord 
their God 
The rest of this chapter is taken 
j up by Ezra s prayer—a beautiful 
petition, reviewing all the bless- 
ings of n 
' *-> His people; con* 
; fessing tfid' they had failed to 
: obey Him time and again, but 
always the Lord had forgiven 
I them.

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EZRA INTERPRETED GOD’S WORD 


HE READ AND EXPLAINED THE LAW TO ISRAELITES 


Scripture — Ezra 7; 8:15-36; Nehemiah 8-0. 
By NEWMAN CAMPBELL

IN THE reigns of King Cyrus 
land, later, Darius, some of the 
Israelites in exile were allowed to 
go home, on condition that they 
would rebuild the temple. They 
had done so, the first temple be» 
ing built in the reign of Cyrus, 
the second when Darius was on 
the throne. 
At the time our story opens, 
Artaxerxes I was the Persian 
ruler. He too was sympathetic to 
his Jewish subject». After more 
than fO years in exile they had 
'¡iftrayed from their own laws. The 
priests as well as the people, were 
inter-marrying with the heathen; 
the upper classes were oppressing 
the poor, and the people generally 
were not paying their tithes. 
Then came Ezra, * a ready scribe 
in the law of Moses.” King Ar* 
taxerxes readily granted his re­ 
quest that he go to Jerusalem, 
because Ezra "had prepared his 
heart to seek the law of the Lord, 
and to do it, and to teach in Israel 
"^statutes and judgments.” 


before the water gate; and they 
spake unto Ezra the scribe to 
bring the book of the law of 
Moses, which the Lord had com­ 
manded to Israel.” 
So Ezra the scribe "stood upon 
a pulpit of wood, which they had 
made for the purpose,” and be­ 
side him 
stood 
his assistants,

on his left. 
“And Ezra opened the book in 
the sight of all thf people; (for 
he was above all the people;) and 
when he opened it, all the people 
stood up.
